Jim and the gang, 


I don't have an R-390 or R-390A ...yet, and I, too, wondered what the 
differences were. If you point your browser at the following URL you can 
get schematics and a brief description of both. 


http://www. ipass.net/~teara/vin. html 


I think you click on military stuff index and enter R-390 (and don't forget 
the hyphen). You can then download the schematics (5 C-size, or A2 for you 
metric folks) drawings for the R390 and four for the -A. I don;t think 
Netscape will print things this large correctly; I had to load the files 
into Paintshop and sed them to an engineering plotter (3 foot wide roll 
feed paper) to get them to print in their entirety. But you can see them 
on screen without doing that. 


These are scanned images, btu pretty good. Most of the component values 
are legible. 


I'l summarize what I saw. Original version (R-390) has regulated power to 
everything, triple conversion, 2 RF amps, 6 (yes, I said six!) IF amps, and 
so forth. It does not use mechanical filters but instead has multiple 
degrees of coupling on ALL IF transformers to vary selectivity! 


The -A version provides regulated power only where needed (oscillators) and 
has one RF amps and (only..!) 4 IF amps. Output section looks quite 
Similar. It uses mechanical filters. 


Neither has a product detector, although both have BFOs. These radios run 
the heaters in series-parallel on a 26 V winding of the power transformer. 


Thes diagrams answered questions that had been bugging me fo r a long time.

Thanks to all those who offered advice and encouragement during my latest 
battle with the dreaded Hammarlund RF transformers. Even though I wasn't 
able to get the slug unstuck, I figured a stuck slug was better than no slug 
at all, so I carefully rewound the primary and secondary coils, put them 
back in the can and put the can into the circuit. I was pleased to find 
that the the front end peaks up very nicely throughout the 4-10 mhz range. 


A couple of questions about these old single conversion, bandspread radios: 


-- I notice that mechanical instability seems to increase with increases in 
frequency. Makes sense to me. Is this common? 


-- While the "antenna tuning" cap produces noticeable peaks in the .54 - 


1.6, 1.6 - 4 and 4 - 10 mhz ranges, it doesn't seem to have much of an 
effect (no noticeable peaks) in the 10 - 30 mhz range. Is this normal?

Anchorologists: 


Our friend Al Fritsche came through like a champ last week and provided me 
with three precious Hammarlund parts for my HQ-100: 


I was missing one of the clips that hold the IF cans to the chassis. I had 
been holding the can in with a cable tie. It worked fine, but I lived in 
fear that other members of the BA community would learn of this gross 
example of sloppy workmanship and make fun of me. Anyway, thanks to Al, my 
IF can is now properly fastened and I no longer live in fear. 


Next came the antenna tuning capacitor, a 50 pf variable that is adjusted 
via a dial cord arrangement from a front panel control. TI had (through 
clumsiness) damaged the original cap during an early visit to innards of 
this radio. I had made things worse, but truth-be-known it was already 
shorting. Seems the dial cord had dried and tightened considerably over the 
years, bending the control shaft on the cap and causing the plates to short. 
I pulled out the old one, popped in Al's replacement, did a re-string of the 
cord (always an adventure!) and got the thing to work without damaging the 
fragile cap. I was ona roll! 


Finally, I hoped to replace the RF can for the 4-10 mhz range (grid circuit 
of RF amp)... here's where my roll ended. I pulled out the old one - not 
only was the slug completely and permanently stuck, but the whole 
transformer was burned around the center of the paper tube. Looks to me 
like someone fired up a linear with the receive antenna still connected. I 
was reminded of the burned out RF transformers that were mentioned during 
the discussion of front end protection. 


Unfortunately, while trying to get the new RF can ready for installation, I 
managed to twist the entire paper tube right off the base. These things are 
not very sturdy - they make the IF cans look like battleships! Anyway, I 
blew it. I may be able to get the can back together, but it doesn't look 
good. If there is yet another junker Hammar out there, I may be AGAIN 
looking for an RF can. 


It was kind of fun to try to look back and try to figure out why the antenna 
tuning cap and the RF transformer went bad. Earlier, I had to replace two 
IF cans and the AF transformer on this set. I suspect the very erratic 
electric power situation in the Dominican Republic (the radio's previous 
QTH) may explain some of these problems. Someone named Rafael Inoa carved 
his name on the inside of the chassis. (Anti-theft precaution? Technician 
graffiti?) 


Maybe I'm suffering from too much OJ trial coverage, but I couldn't help but 
thinking that we are all sort of BA pathologist, or BA forensic specialists. 
Or maybe "Anchor-archeologists"? Anyway, it was a fun session at the workbench.

If you recognize their limitations (all tubes have 'em) and respect them, 
you can get excellent service out of them. 


My HX-50A (for all its previously mentioned vices) did xnot*x eat its output 
sweep-type tubes. The A version fixed a few problems but had lots more 
left. You did have to watch the idling current though. I've had it run 
away & pop fuses a few times if the 6DQ5 was gassy. 


Drake uses sweeps in its T-4* transmitters (pair of 6JB6) (in the TR-x's 
too, I think) with no problem that I've ever heard of. I consider Drake to 
be rather high quality stuff, just a notch down from Collins and somewhat 
above Halli. 


Sweeps show up in National transceivers, Swan and ... seem to behave 
themselves.

Tubes have operated in Class AB1 service for years without blowing up 
and I submit that sweep tubes, when utilized in a circuit of proper 
design, should not either. And by proper design, I mean a circuit that 
has no signal input does not draw excessive anode current. 


I agree that sweep tubes can be just as reliable when utilized in 
properly designed circuits.. All I'm saying is that much amateur gear 
was designed for the maximum out for the lowest production cost. If 
todays sand based rigs were so designed, Yeasu and Kenwood would be just 
as absent as Hallicrafter and National. After all, have you seen any 
Pintos or Vegas lately? Or Shelby Mustangs?

They were characterized by dinky anodes and monster cathodes because 
they were used as nothing less than an electronic switch in a flyback 
supply. If you look at some ratings, they'd stand AMPS for microseconds 
which was needed for, say, a 25" 120 degree pic-tube (note the 'flyback' 
not only generated HV but ‘yanked’ the horiz. coils in the deflection 
yoke) 


Dinky anode correction is found in one tube, the 8336 - scarce inhabitant 
of the Clegg Appollo & some #@!! Halli. It's a 6DQ5 with a graphite 


anode.

Marty hit the nail right on the head...... cheap was the only reason. The 
original NCX-3 prototypes had 6146's but the sales dept forced the change 
to sweep tubes; the 6GJ5A first and then the 6JB6A. The only way to get 
decent tube life was to tune once per band/mode and then make up a chart 
and tape it under the Tune and Load knobs. They used to lose tubes by the 
scores, in final production QA testing. 


In the National Svc Dept. we used to go thru tubes by the case load for 
warranty replacement. There was a very slow and frustrating learning 
curve that we had to go thru in educating our customers. Remember, this 
was the early days of SSB and many were first time users that were still 
used to the old AM boatanchor tune-ups that were often measured in 
minutes, not seconds. 


Another problem with sweep tubes was poor (as compared to real TX tubes) 
IMD performance; something that was rarely discussed back in those days. 
Third Order IMD was typically only -23dB or so. The worse ones were the 
Swan 500 thru 750 series with levels as bad as -17dB. One could always 
find one of those Swans on the band just by tuning for the broadest 
signal! 


If memory serves me (questionable at times), excessive screen dissapation 
was the usual failure mode. 

Heat also played an important part. My T4X-C used to eat 6JB6's at a good 
clip before I mounted a muffin fan over the final cage. The use was 
rather intensive DXing and contesting so heat buildup was critical.

I have been operating my Globe King 500-C and Johnson 500 with a Heathkit 
roller inductor tuner and it appeared to work very will with a 80 meter 
horizontal loop. However, the output of both transmitters seems somewhat low 
considering the input. 


I changed antenna tuners using the same Collins watt meter for output 
measurements and noticed that when I switched to the Millen 92299 Transmatch 
that the output on both transmitters appeard to increase by 50-75 watts in 
otherwords from about 275 watts output to about 350 watts. It appears that 
the Heathkit tuner had some losses! Could this be? I have never noticed any 
heating of the inductor, etc, with the Heathkit tuner! 


I would be interested in your thoughts.

I'd think a little more about series/parallel connection of 4 12v batteries 
to get enuf current at 24 v. 


The series part is ok. But paralleling batteries (or power supplies) can 
be tricky. Unless they're all very well matched and have taken an 
identical charge (highly unlikely) you'll have some problems. 


To wit, if one battery's voltage under load is not xexactlyx equal to the 
other (very likely), the battery with the higher terminal voltage will try 
to charge the other one. And that current won't be available for the load. 


The same problem (lack of voltage equality) exists if you try to use a 
regulated ps in parallel with a battery. That combo is better known as a 
“battery charger'! 


Ditto for paralleled regulated power supplies. 


Yes, I suppose you could use a diode in the lead of each one, but then you 
lose some voltage (= 0.7 v) and some power loss (= 0.7 x current) also. 


Just two batteries (or 12 volt DC power supplies) in xseries* would be 
simpler, use bigger batteries if necessary.

Well, presuming these are both regulated supplies, here's how to do this 
without cooking anything. 


Get a high-resolution voltmeter and set one supply about 0.1 volt higher 
than the other, for example 28.0 and 27.9 VDC. Next, devise a means to 
measure the short-circuit current of each and set them equal, and at or 
below the rating. Now when you connect them in parallel, the voltage will 
be between 28 and 27.9 V and the current will all come from the higher 
voltage supply until its curretn limit setting is exceeded, at which point 
the voltage will fal 0.1 V and the second supply will add current up to its 
limit setting. 


If you don't have adjustable current limits but each supply is protected 
against short circuits, just set the voltages and connect them in parallel. 


Always check that the correct fuses are installed (no 20A fuses in 2A 
spots...) before you do this kind of thing, so that any goofs don't let the 
smoke out. 


If the two supplies are unregulated but the same kind, you can just 
parallel the outputs and hope for reasonable current sharing. Meters on 
both will help. Teh series diodes are really only needed when you want one 
supply as a backp-up for the other but noly need the capacity of one ata 
time. 


Presumably you will be running these off different 120V circuits; in fact 
you will have to for these power ratings. You might check the open circuit 
Vout to be sure that the supplies are performing similarly and that the 
line voltage is really the same to both.

TM 11-5820-358-35 (The maintenance manual dated 8 December 1961) gives

tells you to set up the receiver according to paragraph 36. Paragraph = 
36 tells you to 

set the Kilocycle change control to .510. The Navy manual (dated April =

says to set it to 510. This is where my question is: 


You can't literally set it to 510, because you need the 100kc xtal =

Many of the concerns I've seen here are discussed there. 


What I have done for years for my 2 meter repeater is to use a pair of 
12V marine deep discharge type batteries in parallel. These are charged 
by a Heath automatic charger. The charger uses SCR's as rectifiers and 
they are pulse width modulated to adjust the output. Only problem is 
noise generated. I followed it with a home brew filter choke and a 50,000 
uF cap in an L network filter. The repeater's 100 watt amp is powered 
separately. If we lose commercial power the system reverts directly to 
the 10 watt exciter and will run for hours. 


Automotive batteries are not the thing to use in radio applications. 
As the article says, they are designed to start cars, not operate 
the way we normally draw loads. 


Batteries are often said to be like large capacitors having farads 

of capacity. Well, this may be true in some ways, but they do not 
filter high frequencies. Listen to how many hams have ignition pulse 
noise or alternator whine on their mobile signals. Connect a scope 
across your car battery and watch the spikes when you turn accessories 
on/off! You still need filtering when using batteries.

Bob, I've only seen these used for toggle switches and have always 
been able to remove them (and install) satisfactory by hand. To 
remove, Hold the round nut with left index finger and thumb (if ur 
right handed) and twist the toggle switch ccw or to the left to 
loosen. Pull back the switch as you turn to keep the round nut from 
turning on the front panel. To tighten, hold the switch thru the 
hole at approx the 10 o'clock position. Run the round nut down to 
the panel finger tight. Finish tightening the nut by holding it 
tight against the front panel with left hand and rotating the switch 
with the right hand until it is tight at the 12 o'clock or vertical 
position. With a little practice one can install and remove these 
knurled nuts by hand by keeping the nut stationary and twisting the 
switch itself.
